As the effect 
of the wou nds of tile those more seri 
ou sly inju red developed, too. it Is ap 
parent that the death list will not fall 
short of twenty, and may even exceed 
that 
frightfu l 
mortality. 
Besides 
those whose inju ries are considered 
almost 
inevitab ly fatal 
there were 
near fifty who received more or less 
hu rt, some of whom may su ffer per 
manently from their shocking expert 
once. 
The chronicles of railroad disasters 
record few su ch appalling catastro­ 
phes. 
That a trainload of college stu ­ 
dents, within a few minu tes of safety, 
animated b y the Joyou s excitement 
that precedes a great athletic contest 
wholly ob i!votis to a thou ght of danger 
shou ld b e hu rled, cru shed swad b leed 
lng, into the arms of death in a sec 
ond’s time, while a whole city waited 
to give them a royal welcome, adds 
ic 
the singu lar horror of the calamity. 


The Whole State Shocked. 
Becau se the city and state nevei 
looked forward to an athletic contest 
with more eagerness and Intensity OI 
interest, the b low has fallen with more 
cru shing force. 
For weeks the foot 
b all game b etween Pu rdu e and Indl 
ana. which was to have b een played 
at W ashington park Satu rday after 
noon to settle the championship of the 
slate, had engrossed the attention ot 
every college man, old and you ng, and 
of many thou san s of others whc 
cau ght the contagion of the moment 
and were prepared to cheer for eithei 
the b lack and old gold of Pu rdu e oi 
the crimson and white of Indians 
The condition of b oth teams had b een 
one of the leaning topics in the news 
papers and the su b ject of converse 
tlon wherever men meet. Pu b lic inter 
est had b een arou sed as never b efore 
in an athletic event in Indiana. 
The 
spirit of rivalry b etween the two great 
colleges and the evenness of strength 
made the contest one withou t parallel 
in the athletic annals of the state 
And for this u niversal spirit of joy 
ou sness to end su ddenly, in an instant 
shockingly, was what made the disas 
ter so b enu mb ing in its effect u pon 
the 
whole 
commu nity, 
the 
horroi 
reaching in its personal rhase nearly 
every section of the state. 
When the crash came the b ig loco 
motive. No. 350. of the Richmond type 
reb ou nded several yards and was b ec 
hu rled with indescrib ab le force b y the 
impact of the fou rteen coaches b ehind 
It again into the coal cars 
The loco­ 
motive and the first coal car were 
grou nd into a mass of deb ris and 
forced u nder the second coal car. The 
first passenger coach, the smoker, in 
which were the memb ers of the Pu r­ 
du e footb all team, coaches and train­ 
ers and enthu siastic stu dent rooters, 
stru ck the wreckage in front of it with 
su ch force that it was split from end 
to end. thrown straight u p In the air 
and fell in splinters and twisted Iron 
to either side of the track. 
The roof 
and one side were the only paris of 
the 
oar 
that 
were not 
ab solu tely 
grou nd to pieces. The roof fell to tho 
west Ok the track, while the rest of 
the car was thrown down the emb ank­ 
ment into the gravel pit. How anyone 
in the ear escaped Instant death la 
nothing short of miracu lou s 
When 
the car went to pieces some of Its pas­ 
sengers were thrown u nder tne wreck­ 
age of the coal cars and locomotive, 
others were hu rled b eneath the shat­ 
tered timb ers and roc', a few were 
pitched clear of the wrecl age and the 
rest went into the gravel pit, fifteen 
feet b elow the track. 
The second coach, occu pied b y the 
college b and and stu dents received al­ 
most the fu ll force of the collision. 
The b ody of the car was torn from the 
tru cks, hu rled to the top of the wreck- 
ayt? on the track, where it poised for 
a second, then plu nged down the em­ 
b ankment on its side. 
The floor of 
this car was practically demolished, 
the windows were shattered and the 
seats and other fu rnitu re were torn 
from their fastenings and piled in 
heaps. 
The most seriou s c acu ities 
occu rred In this and the first coach. 
The third car was also lifted from 
its tru cks, raised high in the air and 


Of the 950 passengers in the ill fated 
train, 600 were stu dents and memb ers 
of the facu lty of Pu rdu e u niversity. 
The others were residents of Lafay­ 
ette and near-b y towns on the Big 
Fou r. 
All were en rou te to Indianap­ 
olis. wearing the b lack and old gold 
of Pu rdu e, cheering and singing, care­ 
free and Joyou s, mindfu l only of the 
b ig footb all game b etween Pu rdu e and 
Indiana, which was to determine the 
gridiron su premacy of the leading col­ 
leges of the state. 
The cau se of the frightfu l disaster 
will not b e knowra definitely u ntil a 
searching Investigation has b een made 
b y the officials of the Big Fou r Rail­ 
road company. Conflicting stories are 
given b y the train crews of the special 
and of the coal train. 
The condu ctor 
and engineer of the special insist that 
their orders gave them specifically the 
right of way over all trains, even car­ 
riers of the United States mail. 
The 
men in charge of the switching train 
declare that they were ordered to take 
a cu t of coal cars to North Indianap­ 
olis. their u nderstanding b eing that 
the track wou ld b e clear few a su ffici­ 
ent length of time for them to get ou t 
of the way of the special. 
An astou nding circu mstance of the 
catastrophe is the fact that not a sin­ 
gle girl or woman received seriou s in­ 
ju ries. and this despite the fact that 
a nu mb er of women were in the third 
coach, which was thrown high in the 
air and deposited on the mass of 
wreckage, dismantled and torn. 
A 
nu mb er were cu t, scratched or b ru is­ 
ed, some su ffered severely from hys­ 
teria and the shock and the intense 
agony of witnessing su ch a spectacle, 
b u t of the hu ndred or more women on 
the train not one in all prob ab ility will 
b e permanently Inju red. 
A few m inu tes after the accident 
the Indiana u niversity train pu lled Into 
the Union station with lau ghing faces 
at every window, megaphones roaring 
and a b and striking u p a lively air, 
The stu dents piled off the special in 
tu mu ltu ou s hilarity, yelling for old 
Indiana and shou ting defiance at Pu r­ 
du e. Then the news b roke u pon them 
with stu nning force. 
The strains of 
the b and died away, the megaphones 
were silenced, lou d voices b ecame 
hu shed and strident yells and ringing 
songs gave w*ay to shocked inqu iries 
and low-voiced expressions of conster­ 
nation. 
The fierce rivalry b etween the two 
schools, a rivalry which desperate con 
tests for su premacy in past years had 
accentu ated almost to the point of b it­ 
terness. was forgotten in an instant. 
The hand of death had b ru shed away 
all pu ny Jealou sies, antagonisms, pet­ 
ty gru dges and animosities. 
Nothing 
remained b u t the elemental feelings 
of hu man sympathy, grief and commis­ 
eration. The thou ght that you ng men 
whose names had b ecome famou s in 
the college world as stu dents and grid­ 
iron heroes, splendid 
specimens of 
manhood, who b u t a few b rief hou rs 
b efore 
were 
glorying 
in 
vigorou s 
health and strength, were stretched on 
marb le slab s, many of them so man­ 
gled as to b e u nrecognizab le, was so 
paralyzing as to b e inconceivab le. 
With the exception of Howard, all 
of the men killed in the wreck were 
connected with Pu rdu e u niversity as 
stu dents, coaches or trainers. 
Most 
of them were you ng men taking cou r­ 
ses in mechanical or civil engineering 
All classes in the school were rep- 
resented in the list of dead. 


Fearfu l Havoc in Pennsylvania Rail­ 
way Yards at Crestline. 
Crestline, Ohio, Nov. 2.—One of the 
most 
disastrou s 
explosions 
ever 
known In railroad in z occu rred here 
last night at 9 o’clock, when a car 
containing dynamite exploded and let 
go with immense force, immediately 
setting fire to every car within a ra­ 
diu s of a qu arter of a mile, and these 
In tu rn starting a b laze to adjoining 
cars u ntil at least 500 loaded and emp­ 
ty freight cars were b u rned. 
The ex­ 
plosion occu rred at the west ehd of 
the immense Pennsylvania yards In 
this city and ab ou t two miles from the 
city proper. 
A hole forty feet deep 
was b lown in the grou nd and the 
track 
wrenched 
into 
all 
kinds 
of 
shapes for a long distance. The shock 
from the explosion was so terrific that 
it smashed thou sands of window glass 
b oth plate and pane, and made many 
people sick b ecau se of the concu ssion 
Railroad ties were b lowu a qu arter of 
a mile. 
Reports have reached here that win 
dows in b u siness places at Gallon. 
Bu cyru s, Mansfield and other cities 
within a radiu s of twenty miles were 
also b roken, and the shock was felt 
as far as fifty or more mile*. 
People 
who were attending chu rch services b e­ 
came frantic from fright and panics 
were narrowly averted b y the pres­ 
ence of mind of some of the male 
memb ers, who su cceeded In qu ieting 
the women, many of whom had drop­ 
ped to their knees in prayer.
